Indiana Senator Tells 
Free W orld to Not 
Be Fooled by Reds 
WASHINGTON 'A*—Sen. Jenner 
(R-Ind) said today the Soviet E m ­ 
bassy here directed establishment 
of Communist spy rings in “ every 
part of the government’’ and within 
the United Nations. 
Jenner said “ the free nations 
must not be fooled again by the 
Kremlin’s slogan of peaceful co­ 
existence.” 
Calls for Break 
The Indiana senator is chairman 
of the Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee and sponsor of a resolu­ 
tion calling for a break in diplo­ 
matic relations with Russia. 
He made the statement in an­ 
nouncing publication by the sub­ 
committee of another volume of 
testimony taken in public hearings 
on Communist strategy and tactics. 
Referring to reported Soviet talk 
of “ peaceful co existence.’’ Jenner 
said “ we let them fool us in 1933 
with that phony slogan and re-es­ 
tablish their embassy spy center 
here.” 
He said the late Premier Stalin 
promised, in return for diplomatic 
recognition by this country, to re­ 
frain from “ interfering with our 
governm ent.” But. Jenner went on, 
after Russia won that recognition 
21 years ag© Stalin broke his prom­ 
ise. 
“It was in that period that the 
first secret Communist spy ring in 
our government was established.” 
Jenner said, referring to an alleg­ 
ed red cell in the Agriculture De­ 
partment. He added: 
‘From that small beginning the 
Communists, directed from the So­ 
viet Union's Embassy, expanded 
their spy network into every part 
of the government and moved from 
there into the United Nations. 
Infiltrated Everywhere 
“ Over the years they have infil­ 
trated schools and colleges, labor 
organizations, 
the 
entertainment 
field, certain activities of the a rm ­ 
ed forces—in fact, every phase of 
governmental 
and 
civil 
activitv 
where they could gain a'tootholc 
Anti-Communist 
laws. 
Jenner 
said, can not reach ‘the arch con­ 
spirators in the embassies and con­ 
sulates of the Iron Curtain govern­ 
m ents.” 
But, he said, “ we can 
sever 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Union and its satellites and thus 
seal off the spy centers in the em ­ 
bassies here.”

United Auto Workers 
Will Press for New 
Contract Negotiations 


DETROIT, lift—The CIO United 
Auto Workers has disclosed de­ 
mands the union will press for in 
new contract negotiations with the 
auto industry next year. 
CIO and UAW president Walter 
P. Reuther unveiled the union’s 
program for 1955 contracts in his 
opening address Friday at a two- 
day collective bargaining confer­ 
ence attended by 1.100 delegates 
from UAW locals in the1 United 
States and Canada. 
While no UAW official put a price 
tag on the total package sought it 
was estimated to range between 
40 and 50 cents an hour. The de­ 
mands formalized at the conference 
ultimately will involve about one 
million CIO members in the auto 
industry and milliorfs more in other 
industries which usually accept the 
pattern set bv the ear companies. 
Basically, here’s what the UAW 
is asking: 
1. A guaranteed annual wage to 
give employes with two or more 
years seniority 52 weeks pay a 
year. 
2. A 13.3-ccnt-an-hour wage in­ 
crease. 
3. A one or two-year limit on 
contracts. 
4 
A 
completely company-paid 
health-security program. 
5. An improved overtime p a y 
orogram, including time and a half 
for Saturday work, double time for 
Sunday work and triple time for 
holiday work. 
6. An equal voice in investment 
of 
the 
500-million-dollar 
pension 
trust fund now supervised by m an­ 
agement alone. 
7. A preferred hiring plan under 
which various auto plants would 
be required, when hiring, to give 
preference to laid-off auto workers 
in the same area. 
A UAW spokesman said t h a t 
while formal demands won’t be 
made on the major auto firms until 
nresent five-year contracts expire 
next spring, the union would be 
glad to make material on the pro­ 
posed changes available to t h e 
corporatios for study. 
General Motors, Ford and Chrys­ 
ler had no comment.

Russians Propose 
Holding Conference 
On European Security 


MOSCOW i.T — The Soviet govern­ 
ment today proposed holding a con­ 
ference on European security ei­ 
ther in Moscow or Paris on Nov. 
29 
A Soviet note was sent to the 
French government today making 
this proposal. Copies were sent to 
other interested governments, in­ 
cluding the United States. Com­ 
munist China was asked to send 
observers. 
The new Soviet note was obvi­ 
ously aimed at delaying or prevent­ 
ing ratification of the Paris pact 
granting sovereignty to West Ger­ 
many and granting that country 
the right to rearm . 
It follows the month-old Soviet 
idea of a security system em brac­ 
ing all European countries as well 
as the United States. This organ­ 
ization would replace the systems 
of defense alliances which t h e 
West has laboriously built up and 
would specifically ban the integra­ 
tion of a rearrm*d West G erm ain 
in the s\stem. 
The United Kingdom was among 
the countries invited. 
Copies of the note were handed 
to correspondents at a news con­ 
ference in the Soviet Foreign Min­ 
istry conducted by press chief Leo­ 
nid F. Ilyichev. The note will be 
broadcast tomorrow and published 
in tomorrow’s Moscow Newspapers. 
It was released while represent­ 
atives of the Western Big Three 
were meeting in lyondon to draft 
) an answer to an earlier Soviet pro- 
i posal for a Big Four meeting on 
Germany. 
The note said its purpose was 
‘to prevent the complication of the 
situation in Europe which increases 
the danger of w ar.”

There has been, this year as In 
others, a criticaal shortage of field 
hands at the time they were most 
needed. Favorable weather condi-* 
tions not only brought the crop on 
faster but it also enabled the har­ 
vest to be made in shorter time. 
Growers, lacking hand labor, were 
forced to turn to machines and did. 
In addition to the labor shortage 
in some cases it was demanded 
that $4.50 per hundred be paid for 
hand picking, and this was another 
contributing 
factor 
in 
deciding 
some growers to use machines. It 
is reported that cotton growers can 
pay up to $4 per hundred and, be­ 
cause of the cleaner pick and bet­ 
ter resulting grades still make a 
profit but they cannot pay $4.50. It 
is estimated a machine will pick 
at the rate of $2.50 per hundred but 
not only do the machines gather 
more trash—leaves, bits of stalk, 
etc. but as high as 10 per cent of 
the cotton will be left in the fields. 
It depends largely on the expert­ 
ness of the operator of the cotton 
picking machine as to how much 
cotton is not gathered. A real good 
operator, it is said, can hold the 
loss left in the field cotton to as 
low as 4 or 5 per cent.

United Auto Workers 
Will Press for New 
Contract Negotiations 


DETROIT. 
—The CIO United 
Auto Workers has disclosed de­ 
mands the union will press for in 
new contract negotiations with the 
auto industry next year. 
CIO and UAW president Walter 
P. Reuther unveiled the union’s 
program for 1955 contracts in his 
opening address Friday at a two- 
dav collective bargaining confer­ 
ence attended by 1,100 delegates 
from UAW locals in the United 
States and Canada. 
While no UAW official put a price 
tag on the total package sought it 
was estimated to range between 
40 and 50 cents an hour. The de­ 
mands formalized at the conference 
ultimately will involve about one 
million CIO members in the auto 
industry and millions more in other 
industries which usually accept the 
pattern set by the ear companies. 
Basically, here’s what the UAW 
is asking: 
1. A guaranteed annual wage to 
give employes with two or more 
years seniority 52 weeks pay a 
year.

4. A completely company-paid 
health-security program. 
5. An improved overtime p a y 
program, including time and a half 
for Saturday work, double time for

7. A preferred hiring plan under 
which various auto plants would 
be required, when hiring, to give 
preference to laid-off auto workers 
in the same area.

Missouri farmers lose thousands 
of dollars annually from this dis­ 
ease in their livestock. Loss of 
calves and reduction in milk pro­ 
duction are the two main things 
causing farmers to lose money by 
having this disease on their farm. 
A farmer doesn’t have to lose 
calves to suspect his herd as hav­ 
ing the disease. 
During the past year ring tests 
have been conducted on milk and 
cream samples from 61,242 dairy 
herds, located in all 114 counties.

ucts but the housewife h a s n ’t been i 
able to d etect a big decrease in 
her grocery bill. Why doesn’t the j 
price of food com e down w hen the 
m an who is producing it is getting 
less? In m an y cases the so-called j 
m iddle m en are getting the blam e. 
B lam e is hardly the word to use ' 
when th e facts from the United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture 
a re brought out and the real situa­ 
tion is explained. 
M any individual foods are cheap­ 
er than they were. Beef, for ex­ 
am ple is m uch cheaper than it 
was th ree years ago, but the fa rm ­ 
e r ’s sh a re of the consum ers total 
food dollar has been decreasing 
and th e percent going for m a rk e t- | 
ing costs has been increasing. How 
does this happen? 
Built-in Service 
To begin with, m an y extra serv­ 
ices and fancy packaging are play- j 
ing an expanding role in the m a r­ 
keting of food. 1710 am ount of food 
sold with “ built-in m aid serv ice’’ 
has increased the past few years 
by leaps an d bounds. Brown-a n d 
serve-rolls, ready-to-bake pie a n d 
cake m ixes, ready-to-cook chicken 
and ready-to-eat ham s a re som e of 
the item s th a t the housewife now 
takes for granted. She is exchang­ 
ing m oney for a saving in her tim e 
and effort. She is paying som eone 
to do m a n y of the things she used 
to do in the home. This affects the 
price of food and is now included 
in the grocery bill. Most of these 
additional costs are going to pay 
for labor used in preparing these 
foods an d not to the farm er. 
The decrease in the n u m b er of 
agricultural 
w orkers 
producing 
food and the increase in the w ork­ 
ers required to assem ble, process 
and distribute this farm -produced 
food illustrated the change that has

place.

tw enty y ea rs the n u m b er of w ork­ 
ers in agriculture decreased by a-

Closely tied in with the increased 
d em an d for additional services is 
the sh are of the consum er’s food 
dollar th a t is going to the farm er. 
F a rm e rs a re now getting 44 cents 
for producing food and the re m a in ­ 
ing 56 cent of the food dollar goes j 
to pay m arketing costs. In 1948 
the f a rm e r’s share was 50 cents 
and the m arketing services 
took 
the other half. T h at’s 6 cents less 
than he received six y ears ago. If 
neither the farm er nor the house­ 
wife is getting this 6 cents, w here 
does it go? 
The la rg est single item in m a r ­ 
keting costs is wages and salaries. 
F o r the p ast few’ years labor costs 
have am ounted to 50 p er cent of 
the rents, packaging m aterial, util­ 
ities, fees, licenses, etc. W orkers 
have increased their efficiency but 
not as m uch as their wages have 
Increased. This does not infer that 
wages are too high but helps ex­ 
plain why food prices a re n ’t lower. 
M arketing cost have risen while 
farm prices ha*’e been going down. 
Another 
exam ple of increased 
m arketing cost is the big increase 
in freight rates. Shippers of Agri­ 
cultural products paid 60 percent

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Here's Why 
Food Prices 
Aren't Lower 


Farm ers have been receiving 
less for many of their food prod­ 
ucts but the housewife hasn’t been 
able to detect a big decrease in 
her grocery bill. Why doesn’t the 
price of food come down when the 
man who is producing it is getting 
less? In many cases the so-called 
middle men are getting the blame. 
Blame is hardly the word to use 
when the facts from the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
are brought out and the real situa­ 
tion is explained. 
Many individual foods are cheap­ 
er than they were. Beef, for ex­ 
ample is much cheaper than it 
was three years ago, but the farm ­ 
er’s share of the consumers total 
food dollar has been decreasing 
and the percent going for m arket­ 
ing costs has been increasing. How 
does this happen? 
Built-in Service 
To begin with, many extra serv­ 
ices and fancy packaging are play­ 
ing an expanding role in the m ar­ 
keting of food. The amount of food 
sold with “built-in maid service’’ 
has increased the past few years 
by leaps and bounds. Brown-a n d 
serve-rolls, ready-to-bake pie a n d 
cake mixes, ready-to-cook chicken 
and ready-to-eat hams are some of 
the items that the housewife now 
takes for granted. She is exchang­ 
ing money for a saving in her time 
and effort. She is paying someone 
to do many of the things she used 
to do in the home. This affects the 
price of food and is now included 
in the grocery bill. Most of these 
additional costs are going to pay 
for labor used in preparing these 
foods and not to the farmer. 
The decrease in the number of 
agricultural 
workers 
producing 
food and the increase in the work­ 
ers required to assemble, process 
and distribute this farm-produced 
food illustrated the change that has 
taken 
place. 
During 
the 
past 
twenty years the number of work­ 
ers in agriculture decreased by a- 
bout 30 per cent while the number 
engaged in food 
marketing 
in­ 
creased by more than 5 per cent. 
Closely tied in w'ith the increased 
demand for additional services is 
the share of the consumer’s food 
dollar that is going to the farmer. 
Farm ers are now getting 44 cents 
for producing food and the rem ain­ 
ing 56 cent of the food dollar goes 
to pay marketing costs. In 1948 
the farm er’s share was 50 cents 
and the marketing services took 
the other half. That’s 6 cents less 
than he received six years ago. If 
neither the farm er nor the house­ 
wife is getting this 6 cents, where 
does it go? 
The largest single item in m ar­ 
keting costs is wages and salaries. 
For the past few years labor costs 
have amounted to 50 per cent of 
the rents, packaging material, util­ 
ities, fees, licenses, etc. Workers 
have increased their efficiency but 
not as much as their wages have 
Increased. This does not infer that 
wages are too high but helps ex­ 
plain why food prices aren’t lower. 
Marketing cost h aw risen while 
farm prices have been going down. 
Another example of increased 
marketing cost is the big increase 
in freight rates. Shippers of Agri­ 
cultural products paid 60 percent 
higher rates in 1952 compared to 
1945 
The farmer gets about 18 cents 
of the dollar spent for bread. That 
leaves 82 cents for processing, bak­ 
ing, transportation and retailing 
So a big drop in price of wheat 
could easily be offset by a small 
rise in cost of marketing. Since 
labor is the most expensive item 
in the marketing process, a very 
small wage increase does offset 
the price decrease to the farmer. 
Better Egg Share 
Some products, like eggs, are in 
their natural form and the farm ­ 
er’s share is larger. But poultry 
and eggs only returned the farm ­ 
er 64 cents out of the dollar now. 
compart'd to 68 cents in 1951. The 
drop in egg prices this year, caused 
by a large supply, is reflected 
back to the farm er in lower prices. 
Marketing costs changed very lit­ 
tle 
What about profits? None of the 
higher prices are due to higher 
profits according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
data. They usually range between 
two to three cents on the dollar.
